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Miss Lucy E. Goodwin’s methods of instruction and 
manifest disposition towards all the small pupils under her 
charge can be found in her name Good-win. Unfortu- 
nately the prudential committeeship and secondarily the 
position of teacher in the Grammar school in this district 
have been a sort of bone of contention especially manifest 
at school meetings for two or thwee years past. These 
prejudices have crept into the Grammar school room 
:omewhat so that last year on the one hand and this year 
on the other, the teachers have encountered some lack of 
good feeling from a part of the scholars at the outset. 
This state of affairs is a misfortune 
which needs speedy correction at our homes. 
Our public schools should have no part in local or gen- 
eral politics and should be wholly free from all strike and 
hit back manifestations at school meetings.

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Miss S. Emma Adams was her own successor in this 
school from last year. She has been very industrious in 
school and out of school and has done some very good 
work. During the winter the attendance became some- 
what irregular, making the school not quite as profitable 
as it should have been. This school, averaginy over twen- 
ty scholars on its roll needs more than sixteen weeks in- 
struction ina year. Inthe village district about all the 
money for the current year has been expended and it would 
hardly seem advisable to curtail schools where the average 
attendance is 118, so as to give an additional term here; 
but if the town would vote to raise $100 in addition to the 
present sum, this money might be divided so as to give 
this district a third term and lengthen the school in dis- 
trict No. 2 to twenty weeks. The school year for all the 
town has been prosperous and uneventful. The average 
attendance has been fair and the work accomplished by 
each pupil has been generally good, with room {for im- 
provement in a few cases. MHarrington’s spellers have 
been introduced the past year, making the list of text books 
so complete that no present change is needed. The 
average cost of educating each scholar the past year has 
been $5.51. ‘
